comprising, 

an exterior teillsion member operable to apply tension to 
the exterior lip of the bottom surface, 

an interior te/ision member operable to apply tension to 
the interior lip of the bottom surface in an opposite 
direction of the exterior tension member, thereby 
securftig the retainer to the bottom surface of the 
garaqe door, and 

a seal caviti between the tension members; and 
a seal attached td the retainer, the seal comprising, 

a cylindricall cushion for sealing the door to a floor, and 

a retainind member operable to be slid down the seal 
cav|ty, thereby mating the seal to the retainer. 

19. The garalge door as set forth in claim 18, the exterior 
tension member including ^ exterior gripping edge which seats upon a shelf 
of the exterior lip. 



20. The galrage door as set forth in claim 18, the interior 
tension member including an interior gripping edge which seats upon a shelf 
of the interior lip.
